DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a spray gun 
comprising: a gun body; an air cap; a retaining ring; a fluid housing removably attached 
to said gun body, the fluid housing having a threaded surface for threadedly receiving 
the retaining ring and generally opposed first and second radial ports in the threaded 
surface; and first and second seal cartridges retained in said ports by friction and the 
retaining ring.
